Norfolk, Va., Nov. 20. — A gr?at 
sensation was caused in tho conven- 
tion ot' the American Federation of 
Labor today by President Gompers In 
a speech replying to the attacks made 
[upon him and other officers ot the 
' Federation by the Manufacturers' As- 
| soclatlon, when he described an alleg- 
ed attempt to bribe him at tiie Victor 
Hotel, New York, In October, by a 
I young newspaper man giving the 
I name of Charles Brandenburg. The 
! young man, President Gompers said, 
I declared hu represented tho National 
! Manufacturers' Association, and was 
prepared to offer him Immunity from 
all exposure and make him financially 
secure for the remainder of his life if 
he' would sign a certain paper and 
otherwise aid In the "exposure of 
other leaders in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with the view to virtu- 
ally destroying the influence of or- 
ganized labor." 

The paper, President Gompers said, 
was purported to have been signed 
when he (Gompers) was ill In 1S95. 
This paper, Mr. Gompers said he had 
preserved, and while death-like still- 
ness prevailed in the convention, he 
drew forth the original document and 
read It. 

During his account of the alleged at- 
tempt at bribery, Mr. Gompers called 
upon different delegates who were 
with him when he had Interviews with 
Brandenburg to verify the statement. 
This the delegates, rising in their, seats, 
did, Mr. Gompers closed closed with 
these words: "All I now have to add 
I,; that there is not scintilla of truth 
in anything published or which can be 
published by the National Association 
of Manufacturers or their hirelings, 
which can in any way reflect upon tho 
integrity or the morality or the hon- 
esty of myself, and I have an abiding 
faith that they cannot do so of any 
member of tho executive council of 
tho American Federation of Labor. I 
defy our enemy to do their worst." 

At the close of President Gompers' 
speech, there was a great demonstra- 
tion. Even Victor L. Berger, the MH- 
| waukee Socialist, opponent of Mr. 
j Gompers, declared that although at 
convention after convention he had 
j bitterly opposed the re-elcetlon of 
President Gompers, he would be the 
one this year to move to make his 
election unanimous, with a vote of con- 
fidence, not only in President Gompers, 
but in all the other officers of the 
American Federation of Labor. "This," 
said .Mr. Berger, "is the answer of 
the Socialists to the Manufacturers' 
Association." 

A motion offered by W. D. R^an, of 
Springfield, Illinois, reporting that the 
Illinois Mine Workers had voted con- 
fidence in President Gompers and de- 
nouncing the Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, received Immediate consideration 
and was passed amid excitement. 

A Different Version 
New York, Nov. 20.— Broughton 
Brandenburg, President of the National! 
Institute of Immigration, and a maga- j 
zine writer, said tonight that he was I 
the man referred to by President Gom- 
pera of the American Federation of 
Labor, when the latter at the conven- 
tion In Norfolk today declared that one 
"Charles Brandenburg," a newspaper 
man, attempted to bribe him to take 
part in an "exposure" of other Federa- 
tion leaders. 

In a statement dictated tonight, Mr. 
Brandenburg emphatically denied that 
ho had attempted to bribe Mr. Gom- 
pers. H,. also said that he had no 
connection with the National Manu- 
facturers' Association, and that his 
dealings with President Gompers were 
solely in the interests of a publication 



which ho represented. He himself had 
been the intended victim of the plot 
that had failed. Ho declared Mr. 
Gompers' statement was an effort to 
forestall the effect of what he knew 
was about to be published, 
i Mr. Brandenburg says: "Mr. Gom- 
pers was said to know what I had 
seem ed in tho way of material in tho 
South. In order to mislead him, I 
save him a fictitiously written page, 
incomplete and unsigned. This is tho 
paper which he has read dramatically." 



DROWNED IN THE GULF _ 

J. Hudson and R. HoHen Meet Death 
Near Vancouver Through Capsiz- 
ing of Their Boat 



Vancouver, Nov. 20. ~-,7. Hudson and 
B. Holden, aged 45 and 18 respectively, 
were drowned in tho Gulf of Georgia 
on Monday night or early yesterday 
morning. 

In company -with .7. Chapman, aged 
IS, they came around from the Fraser 
river In a fishing boat. Off Bowen 
Island the craft capsized. Holden 
swam ashore, but was unable to land 
because the cliffs were so steep, and 
after great difficulty succeeded again 
In gaining tiie overturned boat. He 
was badly exhausted. Chapman later 
swam ashore and reached smooth sand. 
The last ho saw of tin; overturned 
boat was when it was floating up 
Howe sound. 

A search party tonight found the 
boat floating ott Point Atkinson. Hol- 
den's lifeless body was bound by a 
rope to the upturned bottom. Me had 
evidently died from exposure. Hud- 
son was not found, hut undoubtedly 
ho went overboard and was drowned.

EUROPEAN COMMENT 



Possible Effects of Secretary 
Cortelyou's Action—The 
French May Help 



London, Nov. 20.— The measures 
taken by Secretary Cortolyou to deal 
with the financial crisis in the United 
States are discussed at length in the 
financial and editorial columns of the 
London newspapers today, and various 
opinions are ventured on their prohr 
ble efficiency. The Daily News says 
that even if the financial crisis is pass- 
ed, it has left Commercial depression 
In its wake. The Telegraph declares 
that in tho present plight of America 
it is no slight success , to create a 
favorable Impression, ejid that Secre- 
tary Cortelyou eertaiut,'" nas done. The 
Times, in an editorial article, says it 
thinks Hie measures taken, by the gov- 
ernment Should Induce hoarders to re- 
new contldenco in tho stability of the 
banks, and that the tangle Into which 
affairs have been allowed to drift may 
be straightened out, if there is a gen- 
eral determination on the part of tho 
banks and the people to work unani- 
mously to that end. 

Paris, Nov. 20. — The international 
banking houses who have been trying 
for several clays to induce the Bank of 
France to sell gold for shipment to 
the United States have received eva- 
sive answers. One of these bankers 
said today that he believed that tho 
bank was holding back, pending the 
result of the negotiations, which ho 
says he has reason to believe are pro- 
gressing at "Washington directly be- 
tween the two governments. This 
banker expressed the opinion that di- 
rect transactions on the basis of United 
States treasury notes will be Impos- 
sible, as the Bank of France can only 
discount three months' papen. But 
at the same time, the banker pointed 
that the transaction could be uc-

ITALIANS CAPTURED SHIP 

Took Possession of Virginian's Steer- 
age in Opposition to Allan Com- 
pany's Wishes 



Montreal, No,-. Lin. — There was war 
on the Allan steamer Virginian this 
evening. Two hundred Italians who 
had purchased tickets for Liverpool 
swarmed on board the steamer and 
took possession of the steerage. Tho 
company intended sending the Italians 
on tho Sicilian, sailing tomorrow even- 
ing, but the Kalians came to the con- 
clusion that they would sail on the Vir- 
ginian, and took possession. Attempts 
were made to dislodge them, but with- 
out avail, and finally the company was 
obliged to take off 250 other steer- 
age passengers, mostly Polos, Russians 
and Swedes, nnd transfer them to the 
Sicilian. They look the change of 
steamers philosophically, and the Ital- 
ians carried tho day. The Virginian 
has SOO passengers In her steerage. 



Philadelphia, Nov. 20.— The |royal 
commission named by the Canadian 
Government to Investigate the causes 
that led to the collapse of the Quebec 
bridge on August 211, tonight made 
public the testimony taken here and 
at the works of the Phoenix Bridge 
company at Phoenixvllle, Pa. 

Theodore Cooper, of New York, the 
consulting engineer, in his testimony 
given before the commission In New 
York, Intimated that the engineers in 
charge of tho work at the bridge site 
were incompetent, and declared that 
with the expenditure of $1.00 and three 
hours' labor the weakened part of the 
structure could have been braced until 
permanent repairs were made and the 
structure saved. 

David Reeves, president of tho 
Phoenix Bridge company, which was 
erecting the bridge, in his testimony, 
made public today by the commission, 
said: "Mr. Cooper states that he could 
have saved the bridge, that ho now 
knows tho weakness of the members 
that failed, and could have remedied 
them at a cost of $100. But he does 
not say how, nor did he tell Mr. Me- 
Lure, inspector of erection at Quebec, 
on August 29, when he called on him, 
nor dlil he tell any ono else When the 
information might have been acted 
upon." 

Mr. Reeves then explained that Mr. 
Cooper made modifications In the units 
of stress. Ordinarily engineers use 
12,000 to ir>,000 pounds to the square 
inch as the basis or unit of stress in 
determining the amount of metal to 
be put Into each member in a bridge, 
bnt in the Quebec bridge, according 
to Mr. Reeves, Mr. Cooper increased 
this to 21,000. 

"Such high stresses had never be- 
fore been- used, and when using them 
he acted without authority of the Que- 
bec Bridge Company and the Domin- 
ion of Canada, vested in him. Tho 
fall of the bridge is to be laid directly 
to the changes of stress as made by 
Mr. Cooper." 

The members of the; commission will 
not make their olhclal report to the 
Canadian Government until after 
Christmas, and they would not com- 
ment upon tho testimony taken here 
which was attested by British Consul 
Powell.

Shutting Down of Kootenay 
Smelters Cuts Off Demand 
for Fuel 



At this morning's session William 
Spence said that the bye-election In 
June, 1005, be was made a south side 
scrutineer for division 1, ward 2, Jerry 
Collins being deputy returning oIHcer. 
Collins gave him SIC after the elec- 
tion. Witness asked what it was for, 
but Collins' reply was: "Never mind 
what it is for." He accepted the mon- 
ey on the advice of bis son, but did 
not know what it was for. He sup- 
posed it had some connection with the 
election. After counting up the bal- 
lots witness stacked up the boxes and 
left them In the polling place, the door 
being locked by Wm. Scrvlss, who 
kept the keys. On the street he met 
E. I. SIfton, of tho Electrical Con- 
struction Co., who expressed disap- 
pointment at the result. He remarked 
that some of the voters must have gone 
back on them, and suggested that they 
Should return to the booth and go over 
the ballots. Witness was surprised at 
the proposition, and at first declined 
to go, i 3U t later yielded. Witness re- 
lated how he took the ballots out, and 
said the Inspection showed that two 
had gone wrong. As far as possible 
Spence covered up his tracks by re- 
sealing the ballot box and envelopes 
containing the ballot papers. The box 
he afterwards carried home. 

Wm. Scrvlss, who acted as scruti- 
neer in the Beck-Rumbalo election, ad- 
mitted that he held money on this oc- 
casion. He received in the neighbor- 
hood of twelve envelopes from Mr. 
Mulloy in the Liberal committee rooms 
but could not say for .whom, having 
kept no record. They were all, how- 
ever, for voters In the division. Ho 
watched and saw all "delivered tho 
goods."

IN LONDON ELECTION 



Witnesses Testify to Buying of 
Votes and Tampering With 
Ballots 



Winnipeg, Nov. 20. — A gentleman, 
who has just returned from Alberta, 
says there are at least 50,000 head of 
cattle In that province that were ready 
for shipment, but will have to be turn- 
ed back on to the range for the win- 
ter. 

According to. the information given 
tho Free Press' informant by the 
ranchers, it would appear that they 
were promised early in the season that 
buyers would be sent out to pick up 
their surplus cattle. This promise was 
renewed from time to time, but no 
buyers put in an appearance, and as 
the end of the shipping season came 
near the 'ranchers became alarmed 
and were more importunate In their 
desire, to get rid of their cattle, but 
were then told that there was no 
money to purchase with. 

This was a sore disappointment, as 
the ranchers were depending upon 
prospective sales to meet their liabili- 
ties and carry them through the win- 
ter, it Is now too late to ship for ex- 
port, and the home market cannot take 
all the available supply, consequently 
the stock rounded up for market will 
have to go back to the ranges and get 
through the winter the best way they 
can, for in many cases no hay has been 
put up, 

The ranchers believe that the treat- 
ment they have received Is the result 
of the action some took in connection 
With the beef combine. It is alleged 
that while the Inquiry was in progress 
in Alberta threats were made that the 
ranchers would be starved for charging 
that the big buyers had an arrange- 
ment whereby competition was stop- 
ped. 

However, whether or not the laneh- 
ers arc correct In their deduction, be- 
cause of their failure to Uisoose of 
their cattle they will lane r o do' con- 
siderable financing with friends or 
with the banks to get through &nd 
satisfy their creditors. Some of thun 
may pave to sacrifice their stock and 
get out of the business altogether.

Ottawa, Nov. 20.— Dr. Rodrlque, 
coroner, charged today with complic- 
ity in the Buckingham fatal riots In 
October last, was found not guilty. Thn 
magistrate decided that other magis- 
trates there were equally us guilty as 
the coroner In not taking measures to 
svippress the rioters 



Toronto, Nov. 20. — At yesterday af- 
ternoon's proceedings in the London 
bye-election bribery case, Thomas 
Taylor said that in the Hyman-Gray 
election he received a note from Jerry 
Collins to take to Tom Lewis. The lat- 
ter promised him $10. He received 
$9.50, and defendant Wylie handed 
him a receipt to sign. 

J. II. Andrews declared that he met 
Collins and Mulloy at the Brunswick 
Hotel, London, He was to keep the 
money. After the election witness: 
claimed money, though he had voted 
for Gray. 

Enoch Fowler stated that Ik; was 
canvassed by Tom Lewis as to how 
he was going to vote, and replied for 
Hyman. A day or two after the elec- 
tion a man whom he did not know met 
him on the street and handed him $10. 

Edgar Clarke said that Collins, in 
the presence of Mulloy, promised him 
$10 for'hls vote. 

W. 10. Everett said that at an inter- 
view with Collins and Mulloy ho was 
offered $10 to vote right. 

John Redmond was told by a wo- 
man in a buggy to see Jerry Collins 
at the Liberal committee room fie 
did so, and Collins, with whom Mul- 
loy was present, put something in an 
envelope, and told witness that if he 
did not vote right he would not get It, 
Tho money was afterwards paid by 
Collins. 

Daniel Hollo also admitted having 
been offered money at an Interview 
he had with Lewis and another man. 

Charles White and James Dewar 
testified that they had talked with Col- 
lins, and another, who had put money 
in envelopes, Informing them that it 
would be given them If they voted for 
llymun.

The books of the com- 
pany now contain the names of 52,022 
stockholders listed, as compared with 
■19,572 on Oct. 1.

The couple left 
for a trl]i. They will return here for 
Christmas and Now Tears, and will 
also visit Toronto on their way to 
Winnipeg. 



Liberals Like Ballots 

Fredcricton, N. !!., Nov. 20.— After a 
stormy and confused session, Involving 
charges of ballot box stuffing and the 
retiring of the chairman, tho York 
County Libera! convention hero today 
nominated Vv. T. Whitehead for Ot- 
tawa, over E, II. Allen and Alex. Gib- 
son, ex-M. P., of Marysville. Less than 
190 voters were present, but It is said 
that -100 ballots were placed In tho box 
when the llrst vote was taken. At 
least one. man was said to have voted 
four times. 



Vancouver, Nov. 20. — A volume of 
evidence, interesting, and at times 
thrilling, was brought out this after- 
noon In the longest session of the 
immigration inquiry thus far, during 
which R. G. Maepherson, M.P., Dr. A. 
S. Monro, Dominion immigration and 
medical officer, his assistant, Thomas 
Elliot, and Geo. A. McNichol, pur- 
chasing agent for the G. T. P. were 
examined by Commissioner King. 

With a telegram dated today from 
Mr. Morse, at Winnipeg, Mr. McNich- 
ol quoted the general manager that the 
G. T. P. company had not entered into 
any contracts or arrangements of any 
kind for importing Asiatic labor, and 
that D. H. Hays, brother of Charles 
M. Hays, had no connection with the 
G. T. P., nor had the CI. T. P. olllclals 
any shares in the B. C. Tie and Lum- 
ber Co., of which D. H. Hays is sec- 
retary. Commissioner and counsel ac- 
cepted his statement and withdrew 
the subpoenas issued for Mr. Hays and 
Harbor Engineer Bacon, both at 
Prince Rupert. 

Mr. Morikawa, Japanese consul, al- 
though not present was the central 
figure in the evidence of the other 
three witnesses, who re-told the story 
of the landing here on July 25, of tho 
British tramp steamer Kumeric with 
twelve hundred Japanese, to whom as 
it now otllcially appears, the Honolulu 
charters, Japanese boardlnghouse 
keepers had advanced $25 required by 
the act to be tho personal money of 
immigrants entering British Columbia. 

New light was thrown on Mr. Morl- 
kawa's demand for this $25 from each 
one of the Japanese as they descend- 
ed the gang plank, which was stopped 
by Dr. Monro and Mr. Maepherson af- 
ter two hundred had descended and 
had dropped their deposits with the 
passports In a bag held by Mr. Morl- 
kawa's secretary. 

Dr. Monro stated that he did not 
know until after the Japanese had 
landed that the $25 he had seen in the 
possession of each man was not their 
personal money, as a letter from tho 
Theodore Davies Co., at Honolulu had 
stated that they had collected money 
from the Japanese at Honolulu and 
were now returning It through tho 
ship's agents here by draft to make 
certain that each would have tho nec- 
essary money to enter. 

City Solicitor Cowan — "Then as Do- 
minion government officer you were 
hood winked ?" 

Dr. Monro — "Yes, I was deceived, as 
I have since learned that the money 
did not belong to the Japanese pas- 
sengers." 

"Finding that tho Japanese boarding 
houses in Vancouver could accommo- 
date only throe hundred, Mr. Mori- 
kawa, in the interest of the remaining 
eight hundred, had sought to collect 
money," said Dr. Monro, "to defray 
thol expenses of hiring a local vessel 
ana electric cars to take them to 
Steveston, fifteen miles from Vancou- 
ver. Mr. Morikawa added that It 
would be well for mo to collect from all 
returning when they had secured 
positions, also to see that the. money 
did not go back to Honolulu." 

"Then Mr. Morikawa was collecting 
money from the Japanese which he 
know did not belong to them?" ex- 
claimed Mr. Cowan, whoso contention 
Is that Mr. Morikawa was actins as 
agent for the Honolulu immigration 
concerns. 

Dr. Monro — "I would not say that ho 
know that. It merely occurred to me 
that he had a suspicion." 

A volley of like questions followed, 
which was finally checked by tho com- 
missioner, who thought Mr. Morlkawa's 
action consistent with his Interest In 
his countrymen. He no doubt would 
lie a witness and explain. There was 
yet no proof that he knew the money 
did not belong to the passengers, and It 
was not desirable to permit questions 
Insinuating that he did, particularly in 
his absence. 

"I, am desirous of bringing out all 
the facts, whoever they may involve, 
bul we must have facts," added Mr. 
King. 

^Regarding the treatment of unsound 
Oriental immigrants, Dr. Monro stated 
thai lie had advised the Ottawa gov- 
ernment not to continue their treat- 
ment In tho government detention hos- 
pital hero for tracoina and other dis- 
eases, but ho believed the government 
had not accepted his advice, because 
of the conditions at Atlnntlc coast 
points, where the practice was desir- 
able, as well as to secure uniformity 
of rules. 

Mr. McPherson's evidence was unim- 
portant.

The action which the city council has 
sens lit to take In connection with the 
prohibition of the .sale of liquor and 
the sale of pools at the lair grounds 
was strongly opposed by the members 
of the British Columbia Agricultural as- 
sociation at the annual meeting of the 
association held last night In the com- 
mittee room at the city hall. 

The amendments to the Public Mor- 
als by-law recently adopted by the 
council came up for discussion and 
while it was recognized by the mem- 
bers of the association that the city 
could, should It so determine, prevent 
the sale of lienor and stop betting at 
the races, they expressed themselves 
strongly against the advlsabHlty .of 
such amendments being made. On a 
vote on the matter of the meeting de- 
cided that It would not be to the best 
interests of the fair hat the proposed 
amendments to the by-law be made. 

The proposed amendments to the by- 
law were put in the rorm of a resolu- 
tion, the meeting voting first on the 
question of the sale of liquor and then 
on that of betting. The meeting turn- 
ed down the liquor proposal by a vole 
of 12 to 8 and on the vote as to whether 
betting should lie eliminated from nil 
racing events only two voted for the 
proposition! 

The following amendment offered by 
,1. L. Quick, of Saanlch, then carried: 
"Be it resolved that in the opinion of 
this meeting the proponed amendment 
to the Public Morals by-law now be- 
fore the city council and covertly in- 
tended to affect the control of the af- 
fairs of the British Columbia Agricul- 
tural association should not be passed 
inasmuch as it is not In the best in- 
terests of the city of Victoria and by 
innuendo reflects upon the ability of the 
executive Officers of the association and 
is an unwarranted curtailment of their 
discretionary powers." 

Dr. Lewis Hall called attention to 
the fact that no mention was made in 
the secretary-treasurer's report of the 
sum, about $1,000, which had neon 
spent upon the buildings at the fair. 
There was thus a discrepancy in the 
report which, when later the report 
to be made by the city was published, 
would cause comment. Alderman Hall 
stated that the city had granted this 
amount to be expended upon the build- 
ings but he had not noticed anything 
about It In the report. It was explain- 
ed that this sum had been paid by the 
city, the association having nothing to 
do with it. It had not had control of 
the money. It was not given to the 
association, the city council at the time 
of the grant distinctly stating for what 
purpose the money was intended and 
the expenditure of it was done under 
the supervision of the building in- 
spector. 

Executive's Report. 

After the meeting had been called 
to order by Mayor Morley, president 
of the association, the following re- 
port of the executive committee was 
submitted: 

"Gentlemen: On behalf of the execu- 
tive, I have much pleasure In submit- 
ting for your approval the statement 
of receipts and expenditures of this 
Association In connection with the 
1907 Exhibition and to commend It to 
your favorable consideration. 

"I think I voice the sentiments of 
the entire city and of all our visitors 
and patrons when 1 make the state- 
ment that the exhibition just closed 
was the most successful from every 
point of view that has ever been held 
In Victoria, and while it became ne- 
cessary to exceed our appropriation 
for expenditure in capital account, 
yet this work was absolutely neces- 
sary and most of it being permanent, 
will not require to be expended again 
next year. 

"Our prize list this year was con- 
siderably Increased both In the num- 
ber of sections ami in the value of 
prizes, which resulted in our having 
to pay out In prizes nearly $1,000 more 
than in 1906, on account of the in- 
creased number of exhibits in every 
department. We believe that this in- 
crease was fully warranted and would 
recommend that the 1H08 prize list bo 
still further increased, as we believe 
this to be one of the improvements 
which will tend to make this exhibi- 
tion the leading one In the province. 

"Partly we believe on account of the 
splendid attractions offered In the way 
of horse races, etc., and extensive ad- 
vertising the attendance this year 
greatly exceeded that of any previous 
year, being nearly $.'!,0O0 In excess of 
lltOG. and we believe can be still more 
Increased In BIOS by the adoption of 
the dame course and by still further 
Increasing the appropriation lor ad- 
vertising and by getting this out car- 
lev in the year. 

"In conclusion, we wish lo thank all 
those who by word or deed contribut- 
ed to the success of the exhibition by 
assisting the Executive Committee, 
and trust that this support may bo 
considerably augmented in future by 
the assistance of those who may not 
have been active supporters this year.

.Question of Salaries, 
James Manton called attention to 
what he considered the too high sal- 
ary paid to the secretary of the as- 
sociation and the clerical staff, He 
considered that I he expenditure of 
something like $2,100 per year for the 
running of an $ 18,000 concern, such as 
the fair, was altogether too extrava- 
gant. Mayor Morley claimed that the 
work of running a fair was altogether 



different from that in any other busi- 
ness. It was quite true that a few 
years ago only $500 was paid, but now 
the fair had jrrown to such proportions 
that it teaulred the attention of the 
secretary the entire yeai. J r air 
criticism was all right, but he sug- 
gested that those who were .so anxious 
to criticise should, he thought, know 
something about the real conditions.. 
Enters a Complaint, 

Watson Clark complained of the 
fact that the advisory board had been 
ignored, that It hud not even been in- 
formed of the meeting. They had not 
been considered as to expenditures. It 
was claimed that the fair could not 
be made a success without the races, 
but he thought that the deficit shown 
at the May race meet showed that 
races were not the whole thing. The 
agricultural feature of the fair was 
the chief feature. 

The secretary explained to Mr. Clark 
that the members of the advisory 
board had been notified that they had 
been appointed, but very few of them 
took the trouble to qualify. Mr. Clark 
wanted to know how much money had 
been received from the city. He ask- 
ed If the amount would not be in the 
neighborhood of $70,000. The public 
he declared should know what has been 
done with this money, Mayor Morley 
contented himself by merely stating 
that the books of the city were open 
for Mr.- Clark's inspection. 

Officers Elected. 

Following the adoption of the above 
reports the election of officers for the 
ensuing year was made. As the ma- 
yor of Victoria is always president of 
the association, the officers elected last 
night were five vice-presidents, sucr 
tary- treasurer and two members 
serve on the executive, the other two 
members of the executive being ap- 
pointed by the city council. The fol 
lowing vice-presidents were nominat- 
ed and elected: 

First — H. Dallas Helmcken. 

Second— Dr. Tolmle. 

Third — W. Scott, Ganges Harbor 

Fourth — Alex. Paterson, Delia. 

Fifth— J. L. Quick, Saanlch. 

J. E. Smart was unanimously re- 
elected secretary-treasurer, H. Dallas 
Helmcken referring In most compli- 
mentary terms of Mr. Smart's work. 
Mayor Morley also praised Mr. Smart 
Stating that during the past two years 
the work of the association, under the 
supervision of Mr. Smart, was never 
better nor more economically -done. 

Dr. Tolmle and Ceorge Songster, the 
two members of the association on last 
year's executive, were re-elected 
serve for the coming year. Both gen- 
tlemen suggested that some or the other 
members be given a chance, but the 
meeting insisted upon their again ac- 
cepting the position.

Amendments Suggested 

Mayor Morley gave notice of mo- 
tion that at the next meeting of. the 
association he would move that the 
constitution be amended so one of 
of the two members of the ex- 
ecutive appointed by the council would 
be appointed from among the alder- 
men. Also that It be stated in the 
constitution that the secretary-treas- 
urer shall not have a vote. The sec- 
retary-treasurer has never voted at 
executive committee meetings but the 
mayor thought that It should be so set- 
forth in the constitution. 

Dr. Tolmle suggested that It would 
be better to leave open the appoint- 
ment of the two members chosen, by 
the council. The council could now 
appoint one of its number if it so des- 
ired. Mayor Morley thought that the 
city's Interests would be better pres- 
erved should it be made obligatory 
that one of the two chosen by the 
council should be an alderman. That 
would give the city council three 
members out of five on the executive 
committee. 

, Changes Discussed 

When the question of the consider- 
ation of the amendment to the public 
morals bylaw came up for discussion 
Mayor Morley explained that it has 
been passed by the council In com- 
mittee of the whole. The lirst part, that 
referring to tin' prohibition of the sale 
of liquor on the grounds had been In- 
troduced by Aid. Gleason and the sec- 
ond part, that referring to the prohi- 
bition of betting, by Aid. Fell. He 
stated that It had been pressed home 
to him that the Victoria fair was the 
only one In the Dominion where liquor 
was allowed to be -sold. It was the 
opinion of many that the fair would 
be all the better If the liquor was cut 
out. 

Aid. Meston in moving that the as- 
sociation adopt the changes as set out 
in Hie amended bylaw declared that 
if the fair could not be run without 
whiskey, the sooner the annual show 
was dropped the better. He declared 
there had been a lot of drinking at this 
year's fair, not only by men but by 
women. H6 had come into the city on 
a street car on one of the fair days 
and he had seen D woman very much 
the worse of liquor. 

Frank Sere thought Hie municipality 
controlled the situation In that it had 
the right of Issuing the license. 

Aid. Hall, In answer to a question, 
snld as he had not been at the last 
fair he could not give any opinion as 
to the orderliness of the crowds, but 
he had voted for tie' bylaw when it 
[came up in council. He did not think 
that the resolution put in by Mr. 
Quick and Mr. Sangster, as above, was 
appropriate. As outsiders, they did not 
have. Aid. Hall said, a very good right 
to say anything, 

Bylaw Not Necessary 

Dr. Tolmle did not think It was ne- 
cessary for the city to pass such a 
bylaw. The council, holding as it does, 
a majority upon the association execu- 
tive could stop the sale of liquor at 
the fair at ally time It desired to do so. 
It had puzzled some of the members 
of the association to know why the 
bylaw had been Introduced, A jnan 
can go about the city with his family- 
ban see saloons In numbers In the city, 
can go to the fair grounds and pass 
a saloon right at the fair gutes and 
all this has apparently no effect but 



the minute he sees liquor on tho fair 
grounds he is demoralized. As re- 
gards the section of the bylaw relating 
to betting, he declared, if enforced it 
simply meant the death of horse racing 
at the fair. It would be possible to 
conduct the races If the purses were 
largo enough as In some other cities, 
but the local association was not able 
to give such large purses. It was a 
well known thing that a "bull and 
turnip" show would not pay In Itseir. 
The races appealed to tho stockmen 
and was the greatest Incentive to breed- 
ing tho best class of horses. If the 
races Were struck out it would have a 
very bad effect on the live stock In- 
dustry. 

As to the liquor question, he did not 
care a snap. The fact that no liquor 
was sold Would not make them till 
temperate. At a certain fair, he did 
not say which, he had seen more 
drunkenness than at the Victoria fair 
and liquor Was not allowed to be sold 
at that fair. If the association did 
not want the revenue which the con- 
cession brought It in, it would have 
lo arrange for some other source of 
revenue. 

Aid. Henderson, while not In favor 
of the salt- of liquor, thought It would 
he foolish, urter having spent $50,000 
and doing much to encourage racing 
at tho fair, to practically kill all the 
racing by stopping the betting. 
Did Not See Anything Wrong 

J. A. Fiillerum declared he had been 
a lover of horse racing for years, and 
had bean on all the leading tracks. He 
W03 pleased to say that he had been 
at the Victoria fair every day, and 
hud never seen anything wrong as a 
result of file sale of liquor. As far us 
betting is concerned. If a man did 
not want to bet he did not have to do 
so, and the same applied to liquor 
drinking. Racing, properly conducted 
and in good hands. Is the finest attrac- 
tion the fair could have, lie advUed 
carefr.il consideration of .the matter 
before betting was abolished. He had 
never seen a lady Insulted on a race 
track by any of those connected with 
the stables. All that was needed was 
to see that the races were in the hands 
of capable and responsible men and 
there would be no trouble about the 
betting. 

Aid. Hanna hinted that the aldermen 
have to go with the crowd. It was un- 
fortunate but if they felt that there 
was a portion of the ratepayers who 
wanted liquor and betting abolished 
they always went with them. It was 
a question whether liquor on the 
grounds under proper regulations or no 
liquor at all was the better. As to 
the gambling he was forced to admit 
that he had gambled quite extensive- 
ly when he put his money into real 
estate. He fanced that they were all 
more or less gamblers. 

Says Betting is Necessary 

Live Stock Commissioner Logan also 
pointed out the necessity of betting 
if the racing events were to be a suc- 
cess. Life was after all a gamble, and 
where the harm of betting as It is con- 
ducted at properly run race meets 
came In he failed to see. As to liquor, 
he had been at fairs from Hie Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, and lie had seen more 
liquor consumed at fairs where the 
sale had been prohibited, than he had 
ever seen used here. If liquor was not 
allowed to be sold on the grounds, it 
could he just outside. It was hardly 
consistent, he thought, for the city to 
license some 70 saloons in the city ami 
derive a revenue therefrom and yet 
claim that no liquor should be sold 
on the fair grounds. 

Several other members spoke on the 
question. It Was pointed out that so 
far as the commercial aspect of racing 
was concerned the cutting out of pool 
selling meant the end of racing at the 
fair. On Thursday of fair week, when 
there was the heaviest a tendance, the 
races proved the chief attraction. Half 
the horsemen who visit the fair, it was 
claimed, did not make expenses and 
unless they had the opportunity of bet- 
ting on their horses they would not 
go to the expense of coming here. The 
purses ptit up would not pay the feed 
bills. 

Suggestions Made. 

Several suggestions were made as 
to needed changes for the next fair. It 
was decided to hold the fair on the 
same days of the same week as this 
year. It was also suggested by Mr. 
Quick that another class be added to 
the dairy department, senior and jun 
lor yearlings in place of the present 
class "one year and under." It was 
pointed out that better accommodation 
was needed in the poultry department 
and the space at the disposal of the 
horticultural department is altogether 
to limited. 

Alderman Hall asked ir something 
could not be done to have the trans- 
portation facilities improved so that 
outside exhibitors could get their ex 
hlbits in in. ire quickly. 

It is probable, that next year th 
privileges will not be let out to mi 
man as formerly. Mayor Morle; 
stated that he thought it was not a 
wise thing from the association 
Standpoint. .More care Will also li 
shown In arranging tho sideshows, so 
as to make the ground look their best 
and it will also be necessary to en- 
large the grandstand. 

Merchants' Opinions. 
The mayor suggested that the mer- 
chants present at the meeting should 
be asked to state what they thought 
of the Victoria fair. Samuel Sea said 
that as a merchant, a member of 
association and an exhibitor, lie had 
always taken an interest. In the fair 
Which this year was a great success 
and the city should not hesitate In 
spending whatever money was ueces 
sary to still further Improve It. 

James Fletcher was also delighted 
with the success of Hie fair, which had 
meant much to Victoria, merchant 
through the great increase in busl 
ness. He cautioned the member 
acting too precipitately In the 
of stopping betting at the 
as that was the great attrac

The tri-ennial propiti- 
ation of the spirits that haunt the 
wind, the water and the earth and the 
banishment of the "Fung-shuy" that 
make unhappy the lives of John China- 
man and his family wound up yester- 
day at the Chee Kung Tong temple 
on Flsguard street, after three days 
of earnest endeavor on the part of the 
members of this branch of the Chinese 
order of Masons. The spirits of evil 
have been' satiated and have gone far 
away. Before they return three years 
more will have elapsed and then the 
Chinese colony will again make peace 
with the evil ones. 

For three days Chinatown resounded 
with the shrill shriek of stringed instru- 
ments, the clanging of cymbals, the 
ratatap of drums and tho bang-bang- 
bzz- bang-bang of innumerable bunches 
of firecrackers. In daylight processions 
parailed the streets and at night lu- 
minous lanterns lent to this quaint 
section of the city a gala appearance. 
At the temple of the order, music of a 
kind, night and day, kept the neigh- 
borhood informed that the spirits were, 
being ably looked after by the order. 

Yesterday marked the finish of the 
proceedings. There was a gorgeous 
parade about the district followed by 
special services in the street in front 
of tin- temple at night, the whole con- 
cluding with the igniting of much mys- 
tic paper containing prayers to the 
gods of the order, the destruction of the 
evil spirits by the burning of paper 
figures, and the releasing of plenty 
bits of prayer, written in Chinese char- 
acters on "tissue paper, that the wind 
might carry them afar off. 

It was a wierd performance or series 
of performances. While unite the 
"ultimate Thule" in Chinese pageants 
to the Celestials of the city, it looked 
quaint, queer and very Oriental to 
most of the westerners who thronged 
Chinatown yesterday. 

True to their allegiance to the land 
of the head tax and their adoption the 
Celestials were headed by a stalwart 
Chinaman in Occidental attire carry- 
ing a large Union Jack. The process- 
ion took the sidewalk and a way was 
cleared for It by China boys with ba- 
tons wdiile the aegis of the law was 
upheld by a policeman. 

Near the head of the procession rode 
the marshals on horses. The marshals 
were largely composed of the actors 
from Cue Chinese theatre. Gorgeously 
gowned, and "bearded like tho pard" 
with swords on hip and a regular ar- 
senal of weapons decorating stray cor- 
ners of their anatomy, they yet did 
not put too much trust in their, own 
horsemanship. lOaeh of the animals 
had an attendant, In the most cases a 
little Canadian boy. 

A spare horse with empty saddle fol- 
lowed. This, it was explained, was for 
the. convenience of one of the gods, 
who was supposed to tenant the empty 
saddle. 

At the head of the procession prop- 
er came a band of musicians banging 
noisy cymbols, playing, an Intermin- 
able tune on one-stringed fiddles and 
beating gongs. They wore followed by 
a band of standard bearers who car- 
ried the dragon flag of China, a dozen 
or so of other pennons and the sacred 
umbrella from the joss houses. As 
the bearer of the umbrella reached 
the house of a well-wisher he twirled 
it and the householder acquired vir- 
tue thereby. The umbrellas worked 
over time. 

Next in order came a band of hat- 



chet men and warriors. They were 
armed with quaint looking weapons, 
some forks with three prongs, others 
with murderous looking billhooks, 
while as a grim reminder that China 
is waking up, the last two carried 
Remington repeating rifles of the lat- 
est pattern. • The guns were carried 
by the muzzles and the forks by the 
prongs and in the former instance tUe 
bearers looked just a trifle afraid of 
the new fangled weapons. 

Following Came a litter upon which 
was placed a number of gongs and' 
other noise-producing instruments. 
When one musician got tired he pass- 
ed the club to a friend and the friend 
proceeded to acquire virtue and to 
deafen people around him witli a vim 
and vigor that was beautiful to be- 
hold. . , 

Then came the prettiest thing in 
the procession. The children's orches- 
tra. Bedecked and bedi'/.zened In gaily 
colored silks a;vl embroidered tunics, 
leggings and sandals, there came, 
twenty or thirty Chinese boys and 
girls. Of all sizes from five up to 
ten years of age, the little young- 
sters were beating drums, playing 
fiddles and making a noise that was 
a very fair imitation of the classic 
efforts of the senior orchestras that 
preceded. Each of the little boys had 
a Chinese (unofficial) guard at his 
side a;id it was quite evident that the 
fathers of the youngsters were taking 
no chances of losing their sons and 
heirs. 

Follow more soldiers, preceding a 
delegation of priests from San Fran- 
cisco after which the piece de resis- 
tance of the pageant appeared. 

It was the lion. 

There were people in the crowd who 
imagined that the strange beast was 
a dragon, but It deceived no Celestial 
in the crinvd. It was the grand au- 
thentic devll-scarer, to be treated re- 
spectfully, to be invited to one's dwell- 
ing and to be propitiated with gifts. 
And how that lion worked. 

A huge head with lolling eyes and a 
very generous mouth was operated by 
a Chinaman from within. It rolled 
from side to side, gnashed its teeth 
and made weird noises, backing the 
t'ung shuy and most of the spectators 
off the sidewalks and the map gener- 
ally. Five yards of cotton body fol- 
lowed and then came the tall operated 
by another Chinaman. 

A gentleman with a red cloth danced 
in front of the lion and directed his 
attention to the various buildings as 
they passed at which the lion would 
get busy. The gentleman who form- 
ed the tail had an arduous job, for 
lie was compelled to keep In a stoop- 
ing posture, but the reliefs were fre- 
quent. Firecrackers were discharged 
In bunches as the Hon approached. 

He received many offerings. These 
took the shape of gifts of money, 
greenbacks adorned with vegetables 
and fruits dangled in front of the 
lion's mouth from an upper story 
window, they were seized and disap- 
peared into the capacious maw. 

Another orchestra followed the chief 
feature of which wns the drum. It 
was a half tub coveted with skin. And 
what the drummer did to that drum 
was shameful.

WOMEN'S MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY IN SESSION 



Annual Meeting of Workers of 
Methodist Church is 
. Held 



The annual meeting of the Women's 
Missionary society of Victoria district 
was held yesterday in the Metropoli- 
tan Methodist church at 11 a. ml 

The district organizer, Mrs." Frank 
Adams, occupied the chair. 

After prayer and scripture reading, 
reports from tho Women's Auxiliaries 
of the Metropolitan and Centennial 
Churches of Victoria, were rend as 
follows: 

Metropolitan Church 

Last year we returned 102 members, 
ten of these are life members, leav- 
ing 92 annual members. 

We have lost two members this year 
by removal, but have received two 
new members thus holding our mem- 
bership for last year. 

Wc deeply regret the death of one 
of our members, Mrs. Finch, but feel 
sure Hint she has been removed to a 
higher sphere of usefulness. 

The increase of membership last 
year over the year preceding was 26. 

The average atendanco at our regu- 
lar monthly meetings Is 23. 

A very successful Easter service was 
held, at Which the thank offering 
amounted to S69.86. 

Tlie total receipts for the year were 
$319,110. 

The Centennial Auxiliary 

We nave a membership of thirty- 
eight, with seven life-members, three 
of these having been added to our 
number during the past year. Regu- 
lar monthly meetings have been held 
and quarterly missionary prayer meet- 
ings. 

The usual summer outing was held 
in August, and very largely attended 
by the members and their friends. 

We have an Associate Helpers 
Branch, with sixteen members, for 
Whom monthly letters are provided. 

Quito recently two of our members 
have been removed by death. We are 
sorry to take their mimes off our roll, 
but are glad to testify that they lived 
a good life and died a triumphant 
death. 

Verbal Reports 

Short verbal reports were received 
from Duncan's, Sidney, Victoria West 
and the Chinese mission band, showing 
that good work is being done In all 
these districts and that much enthusi- 
asm is being manifested. 

The district secretary spoke in terms 
of praise of the good work being car- 
ried on at the Chinese mission by Mrs. 
Snider, Who was unavoidably absent. 

A bund of little ones from tills mis- 
sion sang a little hymn very delight- 
fully. They were accompanied by Miss 
Smith, now assistant to Mrs. Snider, 
and who has long been known in mis- 
sionary circles as matron of Coquet- 
letza Indian mission home at Chllli- 
wack. 

Mission Bands. 

Tho reports of the mission bands of 
the Metropolitan anil Centennial 
churches were then received, showing 
that the young people of these 
churches are deeply interested in the 
work of foreign missions ' and are 
ready to deny themselves In "' SilFriy 
ways to promote the' cause of their 
Master. 

After the morning session a luncheon 
was given in the schoolroom In honor 
of tho evangelists, the Revs. Crosslcy 
and Hunter. A huge number sat down 
to a bountifully spread table and en- 
Joyed a social hour together. Besides 
tho ladies and the evangelists there 
wore present the pastors of all the 
Methodist churches of the city and tho 
Chinese and Japanese missionaries. 

After the preliminary services tho 
afternoon session was opened by an 
address of welcome by Mrs. Brace, of 
the Metropolitan Methodist church, 
which was replied to by Mrs. Thomp- 
son, of the Centennial Auxiliary so- 
ciety. 

Organizer's Report. 

The district organizer's report was 
then read as follows: 

In giving the fourth annual report 
of our district, I am thankful to say 
that God has honored us In our work, 
although many times we feel dis- 
couraged when wc realize how little we 
havo done for our Master and how 
much we ought to do and how much 
there is to be done. The lack Of 
knowledge of our work seems to be our 
greatest hindrance. If we, as mem- 
bers of the W.M.S. would take more 
time to learn what our society Is do- 
ing and learn the needs of the great 
missionary movement, WO would all be- 
come more enthusiastic and interested 
but the general cry Is We arc so busy 
we have very little time for reading. 
Nevertheless Cod Is blessing our work 
and if wo only do the best we can He 
will use ,,ur feeble efforts. 

In Vlctorln district wn have six 
auxiliary societies, namely, Metropoli- 
tan, Centennial, James Bay. Straw, 
berryvaie and Duncans. 

Wo have six mission hands, the 
Metropolitan, Chinese, Centennial. 
Victoria West, Strawberry vale and 
Sidney. 

This last year we have organized 
two auxiliary societies and one mission 
band. 

I have visited Nanaimo, Ladysmith 
and Duncans, and have Hie promise of 
an auxiliary mission band at Nanai- 
mo and a hand at Ladysmlth. We or- 
ganized an auxiliary at Duncans. 

I also visited Sidney and organized a 
mission band of thirty members, with 
Mrs. Griffin as superintendent. I 
have written a great mahy letters and 
distributed a large quantity of litera- 
ture. Wc have over 100 mite boxes 
in use. 

We have 159 annua! members and 
IS life members, We have Mi mission 
band members, two life members. We 
raised last year from auxiliary and 
from mission bands about $500. 

We subscribe for eighty missionary 
Outlooks, a large number of mission- 
ary letters and forty palm branches. 

We havo a largo number of asso- 
ciate helpers who take the missionary 
letters and contribute through tho mite 
boxes. I hope we may do more along 
tho line of associate helpers this com- 
ing year. It is one of the best feat- 
ures of the work as it roaches women 
who tire not able to attend our meet- 
ings but who are anxious to help In 
the good work. Dear slsters'snay we 
this coming year prove ourselves fol- 
lowers of the meek and lowly Jesus, 
willing to do anything Me calls us to 
do. 

An address was givon by Mr. Kuna- 
bay, Japanese missionary and by the 
Chinese missionary, Air. Chan, who 
spoke through an Interpreter. 

A number of enquiries were then 
asked and answered by the ladles pres- 
old. The questions were pointed and 
practical and the answers helpful. Dur- 
ing the afternoon Miss Spencer Bang 
two beautiful solos. 

Mr. Crosslfy's Address, 
Rev. Mr. Crosslcy said he had always 
baen interesled in missions. There was 



a time when.! people were afraid that If 
women engaged in missionary work 
their interference would weaken the 
hands of the existing organizations. 
That time had long gone by and tho 
good work done by women was ac- 
knowledged everywhere. Many of those 
who had been converted In the reviv- 
als conducted by the speaker and Mr. 
hunter were laboring in various lands. 
He encouraged the ladies to persevere 
In the good work they had so well be- 
gun. 

Mr. Hunter Speaks. 

Mr. Hunter said he had Just come 
from preaching to forty prisoners in 
I ho jail and spoke of the great con- 
trast between those whose lives weru 
spent In sin nnd those who felt the joy 
and peace that comes to men and wo- 
men who are following in the footsteps 
of the Redeemer. 

He had In Ills youth been a mission- 
ary in Manitoba when it was as yet 
almost a wilderness and some of his 
happiest years hud been those spent 
there. 

It was hard to realize the necessity 
for sending out missionaries. Wo couid 
not bear to hear of the loss of a ship 
near our shores but found it hard to 
realize the necessity of sending mis- 
sionaries to bring the news of salva- 
tion to SOO.000,000 of heathen. 

Work Among Indians, 

Miss A. T. Martin gave a most in- 
teresting description oT her work among 
the Kltimat Indians, showing how 
eager the Indians were to help to sup- 
port their children who were being 
taught and cared for in the mission 
school and how on one occasion, when 
tin. storehouse had been destroyed by 
lire, they contributed a supply of food 
to supply the loss. 

A much sadder story had Mrs. Nichol- 
as to (ell of the work among the Vic- 
toria Indians, where the Influence of 
the wicked white men made it very 
hard to convince the Indians of the 
truths of the Gospel. Yet even here 
there was hope and the good lady la- 
bored in season and out of season to 
bring comfort and peace to the women 
in the neighborhood of the city. Slid 
felt that the good seed htul not fallen 
on barren soil. A most interesting and 
profitable meeting was brought to a 
close by the singing of a hymn and 
%he benediction. 1

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FUTURE OF CANADA 

(Third Article) 

Mr. It. Grlgg was sent out to Can- 
ada some time ago by the British 
Board of Trade, which it will bo re- 
membered is a department of the 
government to Investigate conditions 
with a view to the appointment of re- 
presentatives of the Board in differ- 
ent parts of the Dominion, who would 
be able to keep the British public in 
touch witli what Is going on in the 
business world here. Mr. Grlgg vls- 
£tefl this city. He has about complet- 
ed his report, but owing to his olllcial 
position is not able to make It public. 
Those who have conversed with him 
since his return to England are very 
sanguine as to the amount of good 
that will be accomplished by the pub- 
lication of the Information collected 
by him and the opinions he has form- 
ed. Ho has expressed his regret that 
British business men do not yet ap- 
preciate that "Canada oven now is 
rapidly developing into one of the 
greatest world-powers the modern 
world has yet seen.' He expects to 
see the Dominion occupy the place 
now held by the United States before 
the close of the century. Mr. Grigg is 
no enthusiast. Most people, who met 
liim, thought that he was inclined in 
the other direction, that he was a man 
who examines closely what is present- 
ed to him, and expresses himself with 
great caution. This adds greatly to 
the value of any views that he may 
have formed. 

Canada, a world-power! The ex- 
pression has a novel sound. Few 
Canadians have ever felt like employ- 
ing it. Perhaps we are too close to 
what is transpiring in the Dominion 
to be able to take it all in. When one 
stands near the foot of a lofty moun- 
tain his range of vision i is limited by 
his surroundings. It is only when he 
withdraws to a distance that he is 
able to appreciate the majesty of the 
peak. Every one who has crossed the 
mountains on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway knows how true this is. So 
it seems to be necessary for people to 
look at us from the outside to be able 
to form a just estimate of what our 
country is and is becoming. Mr. A. J. 
Dawson has told us that we are even 
now a nation; Mr. Grigg, whose op- 
portunities of observation were pro- 
longed and unique, tells us that we 
will become one of the greatest world- 
powers. These things are inspiring. 
We commend them to the considera- 
tion of the educational authorities of 
Canada. We venture to think that 
the time has come when great atten- 
tion ought to be paid to the instruc- 
tion of public school children in regard 
to the present condition and future- 
possibilities of the Dominion. Canadi- 
an boys and girls should be brought 
up to appreciate the coming great- 
ness of Canada. We are not partlc- . 
ularly in love with the system In 
vogue in the United States, under 
which school children are taught that 
their country is first and the remaind- 
er of the world nowhere, because na- 
tional bumptiousness is as bad as the 
individual article; but we hold that 
it is time that every Canadian child 
was taught that it is a part, of his in- 
estimable privilege to assist in the de- 
velopment of a Canadian nation, and 
that the rewards that await Well dir- 
ected effort to that end are as splendid 
as any that wore ever presented to a 
people. The immigration problem is a 
great one; the transportation prob- 
lem is a great one; hut greater than 
cither or hotli is the building up of a 
Canadian sentiment, which will have 
its roots deep in a knowledge of the 
material resources of our country and 
the priceless heritage of British insti- 
tutions, which we possess. How this 
can best be done is not as easy to 
say as it is to say that it ought to 
be done. But our English observers 
are helping us.' Mr. Dawson's article 
on Canada as a nation, which the Col- 
onist reproduced, might be read with 
advantage in every school. livery 
schoolboy in Victoria today ought to 
be told that a competent observer, sent 
out by the British government to 
study our land, has publicly stated 
that Canada is even now developing 
into one of the greatest of world-pow- 
ers. Get this thought deep into the 
minds of the young people and a 
work will be accomplished! for the up- 
building of Canadian self-reliance and 
an appreciation of the duties of Can- 
adian citizenship, which will hasten 
the time when the anticipations of our 
friends will be realized. We would 
like to see Mr. Grigg's words written 
upon every school blackboard In Brit- 
ish Columbia. It is a good thing to 
have our Trafalgar Days and tell the 
young of the glorious exploits of our 
country's heroes on sea and land. It 
is a good thing to fly the flag and 
teach children what it stands for. But 
It is even a more. Important thing to 
Instil deep into the minds of the young 
people, in whose hands the destiny of 
this country will soon lie, how great 



a problem they will be called upon to 
work out nnd the magnlllcent reward 
that will crown honorable effort to 
discharge the duties of citizenship. Let 
them be instructed not only In what 
people of our race have done in the 
pust, but In what they are called upon 
t:> do in the future, and for the doing 
of which the history of the British 
people affords so much wise counsel 
and encouragement. 

THE ALL- RED PROJECT 

The Times the other evening ex- 
pressed a wish that something could 
be done to advance matters in connec- 
tion with the much discussed project of 
giving this Island a direct line of rail- 
way to the mainland. Recent announce- 
ments from' London, to the effect 
that rival companies are displaying 
great energy in pressing their respec- 
tive plans for the All-Bed imperial 
fast Steamship service, direct atten- 
tion. anew to the very vital interest we 
in tills particular section of the Do- 
minion have in watching the progress 
of the negotiations, which appear 
likely to bear fruit at a much earlier 
date than was generally anticipated. 
Has not Vancouver Isand a message 
for the promoters of the All- Bod pro- 
ject? We think it has, and, further- 
more, that it Is the boiindon duty jpf 
the various public bodies promptly to 
take sucli steps as may be nece.isary 
to see that message reaches the pro- 
per parties. It has been demonstrated 
over and over again, by the citation of 
the most convincing evidence, that In 
any project which aims at a reduction 
of time between the ports of Canada 
and the Orient, Vancouver Island's 
■position on tho PacldC seaboard Is a 
factor which ought not to be over- 
looked. It rnay^, bo said that the pro- 
moters of the All-Bed scheme know 
all about this island and its strategic 
position in connection with tho work- 
ing out- of their pans. But do they? 
Of course we quite admit that it goes 
without saying that they have at their 
disposal all the data which they con- 
sider necessary for their purposes In 
laying their plans before the various 
governments. But are they in a posi- 
tion to state the case for Vancouver 
Island as we want it stated, and as it 
should be stated? We all know that 
it is frequently the habit of promoters 
of great enterprises to follow "the line 
of least resistance" in approaching 
governments; and it is conceivable 
that on an occasion like the present 
it might be considered expedient to 
lay such Information before the gov- 
ernment as would command the maxi- 
mum amount of support from the 
members of the House of Commons. 
But on the other hand,, if it could be 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the various governments involved 
that, by the utilization of ports on 
Vancouver island the Pacific end of 
the All-Red scheme could be simpli- 
fied in some of its most important de- 
tais, such demonstration would likely 
materially aid the consummation of 
the scheme. It it clear that the time, 
has arrived when the voice of Vancou- 
ver Island should be heard in this 
matter. AVe have nothing to lose and 
everything to gain by having our 
claims properly presented. It does not 
require any very great stretch of the 
imagination to understand that in 
some quarters not very remote from 
Victoria a neglect of our duty in this 
respect would be welcomed. The ques- 
tion may here be asked: What are we 
to do? To this we would reply— ar- 
range to forward to Ottawa at the 
earliest possible date a full and com- 
plete statement of the claims of the 
poris of Vancouver Island for inclu- 
sion in any scheme for a fast Imperial 
trans-Pacific 3ervice to be aided by 
the government of Canada. In a few 
weeks the whole question of the All- 
Red project will be debated at Ottawa; 
and, in view of the latest . announce- 
ments from London telling of the pro- 
gress made by the promoters of the 
enterprise, It appears probable that 
the government will be able to lay be- 
fore the House a definite proposal; Is 
it not obvious, then, that tho Island's 
representatives should be In a posi- 
tion to speak with full Information of 
Its position In connection with the 
project? We think so; and we are 
very glad Indeed to feel that we can 
count on tho support of the Times in 
tho endeavor to guard the interests of 
Victoria and the Island in this impor- 
tant matter.

sufficient evidence. AVhat we are con- 
cerned with Is whether or not Alder- 
man Ross has laid himself open to 
censure. As we understand tho mat- 
ter, the Chief of Police made a report 
unfavorable to the manner in which the 
Poodle Dog is being conducted, and 
the Mayor also made some observa- 
tions to tho same effect. This report 
and these observations may have been 
founded upon good evidence, but this 
evidence does not appear to have been 
produced before the Board, and henco 
Alderman Ross declined to act. The 
law provides that the Board shall have 
power to revoke or suspend a llcenso 
Upon complaint being made and heard 
bofore them. By this wo understand 
that the complaint must be definite and 
there must be a hearing by the Board, 
and the act goes on to say that before 
a license Is revoked there must bo 
proof of facts showing that the holder 
of tin' license lias come within the pro- 
vision^ of the law. When the legisla- 
ture uses the word "proof," it means 
something else than a report made by 
a Chief of Police or an opinion ex- 
pressed by the Mayor. The members 
of the Hoard must themselves bo 
satisfied that there are grounds for the 
complaint, and they have no right to 
act because some one else is satisfied, 
when they have not been allowed to 
know what the evidence is. Hence we 
think that our contemporary has done | 
Alderman Ross a great injustice. | 



A FRIENDLY CRITIC. 

A correspondent, who aid not say 
whether he wished his letter publish- 
ed, indulges in a little friendly criti- 
cism of What he thinks is Victoria's 
attitude towards other parts of the Is- 
land. The principal mailer to Which 
he lakes exception is the failure of 
hotel keepers to Inform vslltors of the 
alternative route from this city to Van- 
couver by way of Albernl, and he 
rightly says that this little journey is 
very enjoyable. The ride from hero 
to Nanaimo Is exceedingly pretty and 
nothing can be more delightful than 
the sail across the Gulf from tho lat- 
ter city. We venture to suggest that 
one reason why this route is not more 
generally patronized is that the .loan 
leaves early In the morning for Van- 
couver, and hence a part of two days 
is required to make a trip from hero 
to Vancouver, which can bo made in 
a few hours by the direct ferry. 

AVe venture to suggest further, and 
this suggestion Is to the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway company, that it might 
with advantage make the trip over the 
E. & N. a part of the tourist itinerary 
and advertise it freely. Possibly this 
will be done at a very early day. It 
certainly will be after the line has been 
extended to Albernl. But the point 
made by our corespondent deserves 
consideration, although under present 
conditions it may not be possible to

Professor Prince and some others 
think that it would lie a mistake to 
allow bait to be taken in Victoria har- 
bor, ami the Professor suggests that 
fishermen can go to Sooke if they want 
bait. But SOOke is quite a long way 
off, and if bait can be got nearer with- 
out interfering With other interests of 
equal value to commercial fishing, the 
fishermen ought to have the privilege 
of taking it. The reference made 
by The Colonist to this subject applied 
not only to A'ictorla harbor, but to the 
head of Saanich Inlet and Esquimau. 
Are we to understand that Professor 
Prince sees no objection to the taking 
of bait In those places? We have only 
one object in bringing this -matter for- 
ward, and that is to help out the local 
fishing industry and enable the people 
of Victoria to get an abundance of 
fresh fish at a reasonable prices. Some 
one litis objected that Chinamen catch 
the fish and therefore ft does not make 
any difference whether they are handi- 
capped or not. This seems like a very 
silly argument, and ft is open to the 
further objection that It is not founded 
on fact. There may not be, as Pro- 
fessor Prince says, any very consider- 
able halibut banks inside of Cape Flat- 
tery, but If there are beds from which 
the local market could lie supplied, and 
if the reason that it is not supplied 
from those banks is that fishermen can- 
not get bait conveniently, it seejns 
reasonable to suggest that the Depart- 
ment id' Fisheries ought to do some- 
thing to help the fishermen out. 



The Times saws that th<> Colonist 
does not altogether approve of tin. 1 
Liberal platform. We were under I ho 
impression that what wo said was 
quite to the opposite effect. Our Lib- 
eral friends have managed to group 
together quite a number of tho things 
for which the Conservative party 
stands and Which the Colonist has ad- 
vocated over and over again, and wo 
approve of those filings none the less 
because we have done something to- 
wards persuading the Liberals that they 
are worth advocating. Lot us take 
one case as an illustration. Last fall 
tho Colonist began the agitation for an 
irrigation campaign, and it was 
promptly Informed by Premier Mc- 
Brlde that his government was already 
considering such action. Very shortly 
after Mr. .1. A. Macdonald declared ir- 
rigation to In' one of (ho planks In 
his platform. Mr. MoBrido gave ef- 
fect to hi.- policy and tho preliminary 
steps have been taken. Now wo do 
not see why we should cease to ad- 
vocate this simply because tho Liberals 
in convention have declared in favor 
of it. We feel rather like congratulat- 
ing them that they realize the Import* 
ance of such a policy, our contempor- 
ary seems to think that something 
ought to bo done to reduce the price 
of coal. A good many people will agee 
with it, and one of the moans whereby 
the price will bo reduced is the very 
tiling to which the Liberal platform 
takes exception, namely tiio acquisi- 
tion by many people or coal-bearing 
areas, for competition in coal produc- 
tion will bring down the price. From 
our point of view the Liberal platform 
Is a very good platform, because it 
docs not contain anything upon which 
issue can bo joined before the elector- 
ate.

Capital Versus labor. 

The proceedings . of the annual con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor now In session are likely to 
throw some light on the gigantic 
struggle which is now In progress in | 
the United States between capital and 
labor. The' report of the treasurer 
shows that during the past year 
290,000 was expended In tho support of 
strikes for higher wages. This enor- 
mous amount Indicates the strength of I 
labor organizations throughout the re- 
public, and affords a grim significance 
to Gompers' suggested slogan for the 
coining year, "no wage reductions." The 
labor president denounced under the 
caption "contemptible capitalist antag- 
onism," the action of the National Man- 
ufacturers' association In providing ft] 
rund of $1,500,000 to protect its mem- 
bers from the aggressions of organized 
labor, or as Gompers expressed It, "the 
effort to weaken, cripple, and destroy | 
labor unions." in Bos Angeles a Cltl-.i 
/.ens' Alliance lias been formed to com- 1 
bat trades unionism, and the Federation 
is to be askPd for a fund to resent this 
attack. Th.s does not look promising 
for the industrial future of the United 
.States. Employers declare , that the 
wage exactions of the labor unions are 
such as to cripple Industry; on the other 
hand, the powerful organization of unit- 
ed labor announces its defiance to any 
movement for wage reduction, and is 
backed by millions of money to support 
its determination. It looks as If a 
troubled industrial period will he wit- 
nessed in tho republic during the coming 
year.

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CANADIAN MILLS WILL 
USE ALBERTA'S WHEAT 

[ There Will Not Be More Than 
Two Million Bushels for 
the Orient 



Vancouver, Nov, 20.- -"There will be 
rio Alberta wheat of high grade to ox- 

f port for milling purposes this year, 
and 1 expect that the export of the 

: lower grades will not reach over two 
' , million bushels, The increased capa- 
city of the local mills is largely res- 
ponsible for this, the mills of British 
Columbia and Alberta being now in a 

. position to handle practically all hard 

s grain while the lower qualities will be 

. largely used here as well.' 

This was the significant statement 
made by J. E. Hall, of the Vancouver 
Milling and Grain company last even- 
ing. The wheat situation in Alberta 
was fully reviewed by Mr. Hall, who 
is probably more familiar with it than 
any other man on the coast. Ho said: 
"A large percentage of the grain in 
the northern district has been affect- 
ed by the frosts and being unlit for 
milling will have to be shipped east 
for feed. The acreage in Northern 
Alberta is about the same as last year 
and what grain Is good is bringing big 
prices.' 

Mr. Hall regarded the results of the 
crop in Southern Alberta with a more 
optimistic spirit. In that part of the 
country the farmers had a bigger har- 
vest than ever before and this, con- 
sidered with the fact that they were 

■ getting hotter prices, made the out- 
look a glowing one in every respect. 
Tho acreage in Southern Alberta, is BO 
per cent, greater than last year, and 
the quality of the grain is equally as 

; good as the best. 

"The figure that is being .paid for 
grain this year ranges from 85 to 30 
cents a bushel as compared with from 
50 to 60 cents lust year," remarked 
Mr. Hall. "Practically all this wheat 
will be milled by the local mills. We 
have already purchased enough wheat 
to keep us going until next fall and I' 
think that this is true of most of the 

'mills throughout Alberta." 

The lower grades of wheat which 
will be shipped to Japan and China 

' for milling will not likely be moved 
until towards tho end of the year. 
That is the opinion of Mr. Hall and lie 
attributes it to the stringency of tho 
money market. "This tightness of the 
money market is retarding the move- 
ment of grain in all quarters," ho. 

•said, '"and at the present time there 
does not appear to be any immediate 
relief." 

The market for Canadian Hour In 
China and Japan is assuming great 
proportions, according to Mr. Hall. As 
evidence of this, he quoted figures to 
show that his firm was shipping at 

V.the rato of from M000 to 5000 sacks per 
month and the demand was even ten 
times as great as that. The higher 

^grades of flour are being kept for home 
consumption and the lower grades are 
shipped to the far east.

The license 
fee for the business was also raised 
to $250 annually.

alent amongst the cattle in British Co- 
lumbia and particularly along the Pra 
set- River. 

The epidemic, which has made Itself 
apparent for some time past, has now 
assumed such serious proportions that 
stringent efforts are necessary to elim- 
inate it. Many cattle are being killed 
off, the disease being fatal in almost 
every case. 

The nature of the disease is not fully 
known, and to ascertain the cause, as 
well as to learn means of combating It, 
Dr. Tolmie has appointed a bacteriolo- 
gist, who will conduct a thorough In- 
vestigation.

Calcutta, Nov. 20.— Traffic on the 
East Indian railway, 2,105 milon long, 
and tho largest line In India, is rapidly 
becoming paralyzed by a strike. Tho 
trouble originated with tho engineers, 
who are almost entirely Europeans. 
Yesterday and today a great number 
of natives belong to the trafllc staff 
joined in the movement. 

Tbe most Important section of the 
road, from Calcutta to Alahabad, is 
practically tied up, and already 6,000 
passengers are stranded at Azansol, 
Bengal, the junction of the East Indian 
and Bengal-Nagpur railroad, where the 
strikers are threatening violence. 1 

Reports are constantly coming in of 
engineers leaving their trains at re- 
mote stations, and in some eases driv- 
ing off their locomotives and leaving 
the cars. The Jute mills are also af- 
fected by the strike. They have been 
obliged to stop work In consequence of 
shortage of cars and coal, and It Is 
feared the tie-up will delay outward 
bound ships.

.Wo Have Just Received Another 
Large Shipment o£ 



' The trial of the question of damages 
in the Martha Patton hearing which 
has been selected as' a tost case In the 
{Victoria West arbitration matter, was 
concluded yesterday so far as the evi- 
dence u nd arguments before the ar- 
bitrator are concerned. The arbitrator, 
ID. R. Harris, will now. consider the 
amounts due Mrs. Patton on the vari- 
ous .hypotheses presented, and the mat- 
ter win then be sent up to the supreme 
court i n the shape of a stated case. 

in hi s argument for the city, J. P. 
Mann submitted that It had been con- 
clusively shown by the Ralph plan, 
Which the arbitrator was bound to fol- 
low, that block Q, Itt which the lands 
In question were situated, was incor- 
rectly ] [v id out on the ground with the 
result that Mrs. Patton's property en- 
'orpached °" the street some fifteen 
feet. The city did not dispute liability 
for the actual cost of moving and re- 
placing the buildings, or at least two 
of them! and the fences or of the value 
of any trees or shrubs which would bo 
lost. 'Further than that he contended 
the citv was not liable. It was not a 
compulsory expropriation when the 
value of a complete reinstatement 
would bo given. It was a case of re- 
entry by tn « city on public lands to 
which tiie public was entitled. Under 
thO act the wilful and knowing squat- 
ter Was not entitled to any damages 
When forced to move. That was not 
the case here, and fair compensation 
for actual damage Incurred should be 
awarded, out not for any sentimental 
loss such as that of the amenities of 
the garden. 

lie protested against any compensa- 
tion for the fifteen feet taken, saying 
that M r s. Patton would be able to re- 
cover that amount of land from the ad- 
jacent property, and that she could 
not b c allowed compensation as well, 
lie also considered damages for ex- 
pense incidental to the readjustment 
of boundaries with adjoining owners 
as too remote for consideration, but 
both these points would bc decided by 
the court later on. 

Mr. Oliver analysed the expert evi- 
dence adduced and argued that a very 
moderate bill of damages had been 
put in He submitted that he was 
entitled to the expenses of moving all 
three houses and the barn. It ap- 
pears that the six room house and 
the barn will, when the lot lines are 
readjusted, bo found to stand partial- 
ly on the adjoining lot. and Mr. Oliver 
contended that the fact that adjoining 
lot happened to belong to Mrs. Patton 
should not prevent them from being 
remunerated for moving It. If the lot 
belonged to someone else they would 
have t0 move it and there would be 
no question of their not receiving 
damages. This house was rented now, 
but if the owner should wish to sell it 
the value of the property would be 
depreciated if it were not upon its 
proper ground. 

In going into the various items of 
cost Mr. Oliver explained that MB 
OaMorall desired him to- say. that when 
he *^id' that a bouse depredator one 
per cent, per year, he did not mean 
that the life of a frame house was a 
hundred years. It appears, though he 
did not say so In bis evidence the 
day before, that Mr. Catterall figures 
tlic depreciation of a house on a scale 
which grows very fast as the house 
passes a certain age, but that he holds 
that a well built bouse, properly ta- 
ken care of, will not depreciate more 
than \io per cent, in the first twenty 
years, though after that it goes down 
iiill Very fll »t. As Mrs. Patton's house 
Is "ot twenty years old he figured its 
depreciation for the purpose of that 
particular house at the ratio ol one 
per cent- Per annum. 

The arguments of counsel over Mr. 
Harris took the matter under advise- 
ment.

"It Is nonsense attempting to make 
an X a.m. to 8 p.m. service, lunch and 
dinner hours being deducted, com r 
pare favorably with such a service 
as wo gave. It Is also Impossible to 
give a 24 hour service with one op- 
erator. A man must have some rec- 
reation and he must sleep. You can- 
not operate that wire without con- 
stantly having your hand on the ad- 
justment of tho relay Instrument."

HERE Ar\jD THERE 

IVoW that a great many more women 
are obtaining employment in house- 
holds than was the case some months 
ago it may bo profitable to spend a 
few minutes in trying to look at the 
mutter from the point of view of both 
mistress and servant. The mistress 
wants efficient and respectful service. 
Whe'her she needs her children taken 
care of, her meals prepared anil cook- 
ed or her rooms kept in order, or 
whether, as is most frequently 1 the 
case, she requires assistance in per- 
forming all these duties she wants 
each task' performed carefully, cheer- 
fully and wltli some degree of dexterity 
and despatch. 

The servant, for her part, has a right 
to expect fair wages, good board, 
comfortable lodging with kindness 
and consideration. It does not look, 
at first sight, ns if these conditions 
should bo very hard to fulfil. 

Vet household work is so continu- 
ous and If the help engaged is inex- 
perienced there is so much necessity 
for frequent interference on the part 
of the employer that occasions for 
friction occur only too often. 

The housekeeper who is herself will- 
ing to work from early morning till 
late at night with little intermission, 
and who sees at a glance what task 
needs to be taken up at tho moment, 
cannot understand why Hie girl she 
has paid to assist lier slum Id not he 
equally zealous, intelligent and un- 
wearied.' She forgets that -what she 
does for love or from motives of self- 
interest she cannot expect one to do 
who has not, or cannot have, the 
same strong incentives to exertion. 
Tho servant on her part, often looks 
for privileges Which it is quite im- 
possible for her mistress to grant. In- 
stead of exerting all her intelligence to 
do her work well and trying to make 
herself of as much Use as possible, 
she tries to get through the day as 
easily as she can. In place of the old- 
fashioned dignity with which a servant 
performed the tasks intrusted to her, 
and which compelled the esteem of the 
most arbitrary of mistresses the mod- 
ern servant too often puts on airs of 
equality which no other employee 
thinks "of assuming. For example, a 
clerk or typewriter does not feel that 
her position gives her any social claim 
on her employer, in a similar way a 
woman working in a house should not 
feel aggrieved if she docs not' meet 
the friends of the owner in a social 
way or if the members of the family 
consider Unit at.meala and In private 
converse they prefer to be alone. 

Every lady should see to It that her 
home is a place In which each mem- 
ber Is treated with courtesy and kind- 
ness and no one has more to do than 
she can accomplish without excessive 
weariness. In addition a reasonable 
amount of leisure is granted to those 
employed by her she should be able 
to obtain, In return, willing, compet- 
ent and faithful service.

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OLYMPIC AMATEUR 



Rules in Several Sports for 
Next Year's Games at 
London 



Tlie British committee in charge of 
the Olympic games which are to be 
held In London next year has issued a 
.statement of the amateur definitions 
which will govern competitions in the 
various "lines of athletics and sport. 
They are interesting in view of the. 
present troubles In Canada, where a 
section of the athletic interest is con- 
tending that an athlete should not bo 
disqualified as an amateur merely be- 
cause ho competes with a profes- 
sional, whilo otherwise observing 
amateur law. But the British defini- 
tions, excepting those for skating, 
golf, football, tennis, polo and lacrosse, 
prohibit an amateur competing with a 
professional. The English definitions 
a re : 

Amateur Rowing. 

No person shall be considered an 
amateur oarsman, sculler or coxswain: 

1. Who has ever rowed or steered 
in any race for a stake, money, or en- 
trance fee. 

2. Who has ever knowingly rowed or 
steered with or against a professional 
for any prize. 

3. Who has ever taught, pursued or 
assisted in the practice of athletic 
exercises of any kind for profit. 

4. Who has ever been employed In 
or about boats, or in manual labor, 
for money or wages. 

5. Who is or has been by trade or 
employment for wages a mechanic 
artisan or laborer, or engaged in any 
menial duty. 

6. Who is disqualified as an amateur 
in any other branch of spor.t. 

Amateur Athletic. 

An amateur Is one who has never 
competed for a money prize or motie 
tary consideration, or for any declared 
wager or staked bet; who has never 
engaged in, assisted In, or taught any 
athletic exercises, as a means of 
pecuniary gain; and who has never 
taken part in any competition with 
any one who is not an amateur. 
Gymnastic. 

An amateur is: 

Any person who has never com 
peted for a money prize, or remunera 
tion from any source whatever, who 
has never competed with professionals 
and never engaged in, assisted in, or 
taught any athletic exercise as a 
means of pecuniary gain. 

The strict repayment of out-of- 
pocket expenses by 'a responsible as- 
sociation or club does not disqualify 
S a competitor as an amateur. _ ., p . 

A skater ' is Vitft recognized -as "an, 
amateur if he' has since January f, 
• 1893: 

(a) Practised in his own person any 
sporting bodily exercise as a means 
of gain (gymnastic and fencing in- 
structors excepted.) 

(b) Practiced or taught skating for 
money (the bare repayment of hotel 
and, traveling expenses by his own 
club, or association excepted.) 

(c) Sold or pledged prfzes won in 
sporting competitions. 

(d) Knowingly and without protest 
started in an open skating competi- 
tion against a competitor who is not 
an amateur according to these regu- 
lations. 

Amateur Swimming. 

An amateur is one who has never 
competed for a. money prize, declared 
wager, or staked hot; who has never 
taught, pursued or assisted in the 
practice of swimming, or any other 
athletic exercise, as a means of pe- 
' cuniary gain; and who has not know- 
ingly, or without protest, taken part 
in any competition or exhibition with 
any one who is not an amateur. 
Amateur Wrestling. 

An amateur Is one who has never 
competed for a money prize or mone- 
tary consideration, or for any declara- 
ed wager or staked hot: who has never 
engaged in or taught any athletic 
exercise as a. means of pecuniary 
gain; and who has never taken part 
in any competition with any one who 
is not an amateur. 

Tennis. 

No definition of an amateur re- 
quired. 

Cycling. 

An amateur is one who has never 
engaged in, nor assisted in, nor 
taught any athletic exercise for 
money or oilier remuneration, nor 
knowingly competed with or against 
a professional for a prize of any de- 
scription or in public. 

Lacrosse. 

No amateur definition at present 
The definition of the A.A.A, will pro- 
bably be adopted.

Strenuous efforts are being made by 
Longboat's manager, John Flanagan's 
brother, to have the Indian placed in 
good standing in tho Amateur Athletic 
Union, but the officials of the latter 
organization say that the only, way for 
Longboat to succeed is ' to. capture the 
A.A.U., throw the officers out and run 
the union themselves. 

According 'to the officers of the A. A. 
U., Longboat has been a professional 
from the time he began bis athletic 
career. They contend to have pretty 
positive evidence that the race in Buf- 
falo on Labor Day, in which the In- 
dian competed agairfst Nebrich, of 
Buffalo, and Coley, who. participated 
in the race without an A. A.U. permit, 
was a money affair, pure and simple, 
and s" far as Longboat was concerned 
he was paid for running. 

A further charge made against 
Longboat is that the Montreal Ama- 
teur Athletic Association, after a 
thorough investigation, finds that he 
does not work for a living, that he is 
taken from towti to town by John 
Flanagan's brother, his manager, who 
is an amateur iti New York city, with 
brass bands, carriages and silk hats. 
This is the kind of amateurism that 
the A. A.U. intends to eradicate. 

The ollicials of tlie A. A.U. say that 
a charge has been made that Long- 
boat received money from a Toronto 
newspaper, which has never been de- 
nied. These incidents in Longboat's 
career will be thrashed out to a finish 
if tho Indian's friends attempt to have 
him reinstated as an amateur. This 
will offer a good chance for the prob- 
ing of the misguided affairs of the 
Canadian A.A.U., which has been a 
staunch supporter of Longboat.

It is stated that Commander Allgood 
of H.M.S. Shearwater, will be one of 
the assessors, and some objection is 
being advarrced by one of the ship- 
masters who Is a party to the trial 
It Is pointed out that under the act 
governing such enquiries which have 
the power to deal with the papers of a 
master mariner the assessors shall be 
men who have had experience In the 
"merchant marine service." Mr. Mar- 
chant will act as clerk of the court 
and Justin Gilbert as stenographer. 
Neither Capt. Reed, master of the 
steamer Tartar, or Capt. Jones, pilot, 
who was in charge of the vessel at 
the tlmo of the accident, will be repre- 
sented by counsel, but Capt. Whlteley, 
of the steamer Charmer, will be re- 
presented by Messrs. Bodwell <fc Law- 
son.

The catch of the 
Independent schooners, which will add 
another 1,600 skins to the number to be 
offered for sale is also being snipped, 
part being now on the way to London. 
The catch is the smallest shipped for 
many years. 

The sealskins will not reach Lon- 
don in time for this year's sale of furs 
to be held December 13, and the of- 
ferings at the London sealskins sales 
this year will be lowest on record. 
Only a portion of the Japanese catch 
will reach the market. in time for the 
sale, I he biggest offering being that of 
the Russian fur company from the 
Komanderofski island rookeries. 

The local .sealers were not in a 
hurry to ship their skins, not being 
anxious to have them reach London 
in time for this year's sales, owing to 
the poor condition of the market. 
'Owing to the tightness of the money 
market there is a poor demand for 
sealskins this season in Kuropp, and 
It is expected the prices realized at 
tlie December sales will be compara- 
tively low,

Colorado Pioneer Vessel Flying Stars 
And Stripes to Cross Pacific. 

Frederick R. .Sterling, n Hongkong 
merchant, interviewed by a San Fran- 
cisco newspaper said: 

"I saw the first steamship flying the 
American flag that ever crossed the 
Pacific ocean enter the harbor of 
Hongkong. That vessel was the Col- 
orado, and it landed at Hongkong in 
1861). It was the first day of Janu- 
ary, and there was a big crowd of 
people of ail nationalities to see her. 
Being a sido-v/hoeler of the old- 
fashioned type, she was a curiosity. At 
the request of Isaac J. Allen, tho Am- 
erican consul-general, the ship gave 
an excursion around the island on 
which the city is situated. I was 
among the 1,200 on board. It was a 
gala day. Whistles blew, people shout- 
ed, and numerous small sailing boats 
and tugs escorted us. As I remem- 
ber now, the vessel belonged to the 
Pacific Mall lino and sailed from San 
Francisco. She made tho trip of 8,000 
miles in thirty days, and when she 
arrived was in perfect trim and good 
order. Everybody realized tliat it 
meant the beginning of the great de- 
velopment of the Pacific,"

From 1886 to lSOtl the American cutters 
preyed upon sealing vessels in Bering 
si'a, tho Americans receiving worse 
treatment than tho English, and for 
Which we received no redress. 

"On tho oilier hand, the English, 
having u strong government to support 
them, were able to gat their claims 
considered, adjusted and settled in a 
way satisfactory to all claimants many 
years ago. Wo were, pursued and 
captured Ijy our own government ships, 
our vessels and equipment confiscated 
| and our men thrown into prison. 

"We, as a class, Were branded as 
pirates, seal poachers, and thieves, 
whereas subsequent events show that 
wo were pursuing a lawful and legiti- 
mate business, and at tills late dato 
we aro entitled to consideration and 
compensation for our losses and the 
discrimination against us. 

"For the past ten years we have 
been prohibited from following this 
profitable business, while the English

stanchions and upper works swept 
clean from her docks, most of the deck 
load of lumber gone and barely able to 
make port.

Caught in a terrific tidal wave Sat- 
urday, Nov. 2, 2,500 miles northwest 
of Honolulu, the Horreson was hurled 
through space and buried In the trough 
of the sea for a few minutes.

The tidal wave in which tho vessel 
was caught is supposed to have fol- 
lowed a submarine earthquake, and 
that the vessel escaped instant de- 
struction, or managed to make tho trip 
of 2,500 miles to port in tho dilapidated 
condition is regarded by HOamen as 
miraculous. The trip to Honolulu' was 
one of extreme hardship and danger 
to tho crew. Seventeen days were con- 
sumed in tho trip, the dally run aver- 
aging less than 150 miles.

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LiTTLE RECOVERY 

IN STOCK MARKET 

Liquidation Less Evident, But 
Money Rates Again Show 
Advance 



New Yorlc, Nov. 20.-— There was not 
the consistent weakness in (lie stock 
market today that was so conspicuous 
yesterday, but the course of prices was 
unchanged. Liquidation of the special 
kind that was in evidence yesterday 
was suspended for a time today. The 
perception of this fact prompted some 
covering of shorts'" put out during the 
decline. Hence the midday rally hi 
the market. 

Supposition as to the source of yes- 
terday's liquidation had crystalSIse'cl 
Into rather definite information, point- 
ing to the personal needs of an indi- 
vidual capitalist and diverting the op- 
eration from any suggestion of unfav- 
orable' corporation news. The distinct 
tone of call money in the last day or 
two did not servo as assurance against 
such exigencies on tin.' occasion of the 
maturity of time loans. The whole 
prohlem of maturity of outstanding 
loan obligations offers somewhat Cor- 
rnldable possibilities for speculative 
conjecture, especially in view of the 
conviction that nearly universal indul- 
gence has been shown during the per- 
iod of practical paralysis of credit from 
which business has .suffered. The ul- 
timate outcome when business begin* 
to feel the currents of life again, and 
when, In consequence, liquidation must 
be renewed is the subject of solicitude. 

Consideration was given to reports 
forwarded to Wall street regarding the 
condition of-, Illinois bunks and trust 
companies on Nov. t!), in response to 
the call of the state supervising offi- 
cials.

WHEAT HAS PILED UP 



Lake Superior Elevators Have in Store- 
age More Than is Usual for 
Season 



Port Arthur, Out., Nov. 20.— The ele- 
vators of Port Arthur and Fort AVillluin 
arc now storing something over six 
million bushels of wheat, waiting trans- 
portation to eastern markets. The big 
companies have nearly five million 
bushels of that amount. Elevators at 
Port Arthur have 2,500,000 bushels in 
storage and the C. P. R. elevators at 
Fort William have 2,220,000. The 
Ogllvie elevator nt Fort William has 
272,018 bushels, and this amount, with 
what the Empire elevator at Fort Wil- 
liam and King's at Port Arthur have, 
will make the total exceed 6,000,000 
bushels. 

Government Inspector Gibbs states 
that this Is approximately. 100 per cent, 
more grain than was stored here at 
this time a year ago. The reason for 
this excess of the amount In storage 
over that of other years is given aa 
the same as that which is blocking 
shipping at other points. 

Outward shipments of . the cereal, 
though not up to the mark of previous 
years, have picked up during the. last 
few days, and a good deal of grain is 
being shipped down the lakes, but the 
receipts at the elevators still continues 
greatly in excess of shipments, with 
the result that the elevators are fuller 
than ever before at this season of tho 
year, when as a usual thing the stock 
of wheat Is low. In ordinary seasons 
the rush to ship wheat by the lake be- 
fore the close of navigation has been 
in full swing before this, and the out- 
ward shipment has been sufficient to 
offset the heavy receipts of new wheat 
from tho west. This condition is now 
reversed and for a time there was a 
fear of congestion of wheat at this 
point as a result of a peculiar condition 
of the market. However, olovator men 
now claim that this danger is passed 
and they do not anticipate any diffi- 
culty In storing wheat which will be 
received from the west during the com- 
ing winter, although this is, of course, 
to some extent dependent upon the 
continued outward shipment of wheat.

Lloyd's Register of Shipping, the 
annual report of which lias- been re- 
ceived by T. G. Mitchell, Lloyd's sur- 
veyor, shows that at the close of the 
year on June 30, last, 10,2S5 merchant 
vessels, registering about nineteen 
and one half million tons gross, held 
classes assigned, by the committee of 
Lloyd's register. The return shows 
that, the total number of tonnage 
classed is by nearly one and a half 
tons the greatest amount of tonnage 
classed during any one year in the 
history of the society. The figures 
for the year show an increase oyer 
last year of 61,733 tons in .steamers 
and 10,344 tons in sailing vessels. The 
tonnage classed by the society this 
j year readies the enormous total of 
" 1,484,722. Altogether 43 steamers of 
over 5,000 tons each are included in 
this -year's classification, the largest 
being the Lusltania of 30.S22 tons. 
The report says: 

"Whilst the bulk of new vessels 
which have been classed during the 
year under review have been ordinary 
cargo carrying vessels, the society's 
classification has been assigned to 
many other vessels embracing a great 
variety of types. Chief among such 
vessels Is the Empress Turbine Steam- 
er Lusltania, built, by Messrs. John 
Brown & Co., Ltd., for the Cunard 
Steamship company limited, the per- 
formance of which magnificent vessel 
on her early voyages across the Atlan- 
tic has aroused so much public Inter- 
est. This vessel, which marks an 
epoch in the progress of modern ship- 
building and marine engineering, has 
been built under the special survey 
of the society's surveyors, and classed 
100A1 in Lloyd's register, and It is 
most pleasing to know that she has 
justitied the high expectation of both 
owners and builders. The line sister 
ship Mauretania, which lias been con- 
structed by Messrs. Swan. Hunter & 
WIgham-Richardson, limited, also with 
a view to the society's classification, 
Is expected to sail on her first Trans- 
atlantic voyage In the rourse of a few 
weeks, and there is every reason to 
believe that she will be us great a suc- 
cess as the Lusltania has already 
proved herself to be. 

Altogether 43 steamers of over 5,000 
tons each, have been classed by the 
society since the issue of the last an- 
nual report, the largest of which are 
the following:

"The tonnage classed during the 
year also includes vessels of a variety 
of types to which the Al class has 
been assigned. These vessels are in- 
tended for special trades and com- 
prise several for which a high rate of 
speed, or shallow draft, Is requisite. 
Instances of this kind may be men- 
tioned in the Great Central railway 
turbine steamers Immlngham . and 
Marylebone, which Have been built 
for the Grimsby- Hamburg passenger 
service. 

"At the present time there are un- 
der construction with a view to this 
special class, seven vessels intended 
for channel service, viz.. three twin- 
screw steamers . for the London & 
Xortli AVestern railway company; oner 
turbine steamer for the Great West- 
ern railway company; one turbine 
steamer of nearly 3.000 tons for the 
Isle of Man Steam Packet company; 
and two turbine steamers to be em- 
ployed in the Tsugaru strait. Japan. 

'Two other vessels intended for the 
Al class, the Asslnlboia and Keewatln, 
of 3.SS0 tons each, belonging to the 
Canadian Pacific railway, may lie men- 
tioned as interesting examples of the 



requirements of special trades and tlio 
varying conditions of navigation. These 
vessels, which have been built on the 
Clyde, arc to bo employed on the 
great lakes of North America, but as 
their length would prevent them from 
getting thi'OUgh the locks between Que- 
bec and the lakes, arrangements have 
been made during construction to tu- 
eilituto tho cutting of each boat into 
two parts at Quebec, and the parts are 
then to be towed separately to the 
lakes and there rejoined. 

"It is of interest to note as a fur- 
ther indication of the applicability of 
tho society's rules to different types 
of vessels that plans have recently 
been passed by the committee for tlio 
new suction dredger which is now be- 
ing built at Birkenhead for the Mer- 
sey docks and harbor board for the 
100A1 class. This will lie the largest 
dredger in tho world, with tin approxi- 
mate of S.300 tons. It Is understood 
tills dredger wdll be able to pump 10,- 
000 tons of sand In 50 minutes. Re- 
erence may also be made to the fact 
that among the number of steam traw- 
lers classed by the society during toe 
past vear wero tho Haleine and Nora- 
caper, each of 41S tons gross, built at 
Dunkirk, which are the largest of this 
class of vessel yet built. The tonnage 
In course of construction under in- 
spection of tho society's surveyors on 
June 30 last was 1,045,1144 tons. 

"The steam turbine method of pro- 
pulsion in merchant vessels has now 
passed the experimental stage. Tills 
society has, from the beginning, been 
closely associated with the evolution 
of this new type of marine engine. 
Many turbine vessels, whether intend- 
ed for ocean, coasting, or channel navi- 
gation, or for pleasure purposes. Have 
already been classed with Lloyd's Re- 
gister," their total tonnage amounting 
to s S8,SG5 tons. Ten others, of 02,410 
tons, are at present in course of con- 
struction under the Inspection of the 
society's surveyors. The latter figures 
include live vessels of over 10,000 tons 
each, viz.: the Mauretania, 32,000 tons, 
which is now practically complete; two 
vessels of 13,500 tons each, being built 
at Nagasaki; and the Holiopolls and 
the Cairo, of ,300 tons each, Which aru 
intended for the Egyptian Mali Steam- 
ship company's passenger service from 
Marseilles to Alexandria. The follow- 
ing list gives the names of the turbine 
steamers classed with Lloyd's Register 
that are now sailing, arranged accord- 
ing to vear of build:
